THE NEW SCHOOL SITES 


A meeting of Menlo Park elementary school district trus- 
tees last week brought out the fact-that efforts to obtain two 
new school sites have progressed to the point where there is 


a solid basis for negotiations for at least one of them. 


A tentative. figure of between $3500 and $4000 an acre 


has. been set as a negotiating price for eight and a quarter 


acres owned by Stanford university at San Francisquito creek 
and Vine street,-in the extreme southwestern part of the school 


district. e 


That comes as good news and it is to be hoped the talks 
between university and school officials can Proceed to an.early 


agreement. 


The trustees decided to concentrate on a second site in 
Stanford Village, across the street from the city recreation 
area, inasmuch as there is insufficient time to carry out con- 
demnation action to obtain land desired in the nearby Linfield 
Oaks tract. The Claude T. Lindsay company, tract developer, 
has begun home building in the area the school board would 
have liked for a new school and plans an early campaign to 
sell the homes. State funds to finance condemnation pro- 
ceedings will not be available in time, the trustees learned. 

Considerable red tape has to be unwound before the Stan- 
ford Village land can-be obtained since it still is under federal 
control as part of the old Dibble hospital area. Expedited ac- 
tion toward release of the proposed site is being sought by 
Congressman Anderson. 

The experience of the school administration with the Lind- 
Say company in efforts to obtain space in Linfield Oaks has not 
been exactly a happy one. At the outset, the developer sub- 
mitted a tentative tract map that included a site aceptable 
to the trustees. When the map turned up before city officials, 
the site had been moved next to:the raitroad tracks and was 
regarded as undesirable. 

The developer apparently has no interest in Menlo Park 
school problems in connection with population growth, even 
though the children who eventually will live in the tract will 
need additional school facilities. 

It is to be hoped that acquisition of the Stanford Village 
land can be accomplished at an early date. The district must 
have more schools.

the 2415 acres were not turned into 
residential developement but were 
purchased by the county in 1937. 

As originally intended, the park 
was te become one of the county’s 
regional recreation establish- 
ments, to be developed with 
W.P.A. funds. 

Between the year of its acquisi- 
| tion, and the beginning of World 
War II, the park’s facilities were 
| developed rapidly: all of its adobe 
buildings and walls, the swimming 
peol, tennis courts, restroom facili- 
ties, barbecue pits and plantings, 
and the caretaker’s’ cottage adja- 
cent to the park itself were com- 
pleted’ under the program.

@. How can I make a good polish 
for mahegany furniture?
